His Body found This Morning in 


Hie Elks' Club With Revolver 


on the floor. 


Colonel Louis L. Bromwell, one 


of the oldest residents of Oakland 
and for many years one of the 


^leading Republicans of the State, 


ended his life some hour last night 
in his'quarters at the Elk Club in 
this city. He had used a revolver 
for~the purpose, the bullet piercing 
his heart. 


The tragedy was not known un- 


til this afternoon, shortly after 1 
o'clock. For some time past the 
colonel has been residing at the 


- club, his rooms being on the third 
floor, yp-to-the- hour mentioned 
the door had, not been opened, not 
even after knocks had been given 
it by members of the organization 
and personal friends of the de- 
ceased. 


A ladder was then procured and 


on looking over the transom the 
colonel was 
seen by personal 


friends, 
among 
them Captain 


Freeman, lying on the couch in 
his sleeping apartment. 


BULLET IN HIS HEART. 
A knock was again gift on the 


door without the effect of arous- 
ing the apparent 
sleeper. The 


door was then unlocked and sev- 
eral personal friends entered the 
room only to find lying beside the 
Colonel a revolver with one em- 
pty chamber. There was a ghast- 
ly wound over the region of the 
heart, showing that the missing 
bullet had found lodgement in 
that section. 


Dr. C. L. Tisdale, who is also 


a member of the Oakland lodge 


-«*of Elks, v/as telegraphed for and 


came imirediately from his office, 
lie examined the remains and 
found that death had taken place. 
The body at the time was cold, 
showing that the fatal shot must 
have been fired some hours pre- 
viously. The remains were then 
born to the morgue where an in- 
quest will be held at a date not 
yet specified.

consternation 


among the members of the lodge 
and the news spread 
through 


town with wonderful rapidity. 


NO MOTIVE LONG. 


So far as any person who has 


been seen-to the present time, is 
aware, no reason can be assigned 
for the tragic ending of the life 
of Colonel Bromwell. A search 
in his ap.irtments failed to dis- 
cover an> note or article of any 
kind that would tend to show 
what had prompted him in this 


[yesterday. 
While he has made 


the club his home he has been 
one of the liveliest and gayest and 
most congenial members of that 
organization. Although over six- 
ty years of age he was a good fel- 
low among the members of the 
organization, who courted his 
company as he cojirted theirs., 
| 
For some time many of these 


i members have been wont to meet 


j on Sunday mornings ir/ the Col- 
| oneFs rooms and talk over the 
! events of the week 
and

which might be encountered in 
the week to follow. 


Yesterday morning there was

^alhoun's Right of Trial. 
THE MAN BEHIND THE GUNS 


Patrick Calhoo* has returned from N*w York and announces 


tfcafhe desires a speedy trial. That is no more than his due. His 
Ittorneys have again and again demanded that his case be set, but 
Heney, Langdon, et. al. would never agree to fixing a diate for the 
|rial of the chief object of the graft prosecution and * man against 


they have t ndeavored to direct the satire volume of public op- 


ptobrium. After denying in November Gattoon'a pka for a speedy 
(rial, Langdon went to New York and in numerous-public speeches 
and published intenriews declared that they had a perfect case 
against Calhonn and would surely send Mm to 
State prison. 


Chi the stump during the late municipal campaign 
Heney 
made 


the same assertion. In Washington and Portland he reiterated the 
Statement and had it sent all over the country by the Associated 
Press. However, Heney and Langdon said Ruef would have to 
gerve a term in prison, although they had signed a contract last 
May guaranteeing1 him complete immunity. 


But it is due the public that Calhoun should be tried without 


dlelay. Public policy has a higher claim to consideration than 
either Rudolph Spreckels or Patrick Calhoun, although the latter, 
having his good name, his liberty and hrs property at stake, has a 
superior right, in fairness if not in law, to any Spreckels can urge. 
While Spreckels has taken charge of th^ administratiom of justice 
so far as the graft cases are concerned, he has no mandate from 
the people or the law empowering him to say who shall be tried 
and who shall be allowed to go free, to say when trials shall be set 


the manner in which trials shall be conducted. 
The law guarantees every accused person a fair and impartial 


trial. Mr. Calhoun's rights in this respect are the same as those 
of any other person—no more, no less. He stands accused, for- 
mally'indicted by a grand jury, of the heinous crime of corrupting 
public officials and obtaining valuable privileges by bribery. 
He 


declares his innocence, and has repeatedly demanded an opportunity 
to prove the charges false, but thus far the prosecution and Judge 
Lawlor have denied him the opportunity he craves and the law 
guarantees. He has been denied a speedy trial, and there are many 
cumulative evidences that the proscution. as represented by Spreck- 
els, Heney, Burns, et. al., do not intend that he shall have a fair 
trial if they can help it. The immunity deals with Ruef and Gal- 
lager and their pals prove that. The concealments and illegal frauds 
practiced with the knowledge and connivance of Judge Dunne during 
the Schmitz trial are other proofs. 


But while these deals are infamous and the frauds and conceal- 


ments are an indelible reproach to the prosecution and disgraceful 
to judicial process they do not prove Calhoun.to be innocent nor 
mitigate the turpitude charged against him. Nor is his purity estab- 
lished by the fact that the prosecution collogued with certain labor 
leaders to have a strike on the United Railroads called simultaneous 
with the finding of the indictments against the president and other 
officers of the street railway corporation, however reprehensible in 
motive and method this proceeding was. The public is entitled to 
know the truth and have a test applied to the exasperating and ex- 
pensive trolley prosecutions. 
If Calhoun is guilty his guilt should 


be established in a court of law and punishment meted out to fit the 
crime. If he is innocent, that fact should be shown, in justice to him 
and the people of San Francisco. At least, he should be given an 
Opportunity to make his defense where he can have a fair hearing 
and an impartial trial. 


For months Heney, Langdon and Burns have been declaring 


that they had a complete chain of evidence against him. Let them 
produce it, and not continue to fill the public prints with all sorts of 
stories and accusations plainly intended to arouse popular prejudice 
and provoke public indignation. 


In the Ford trial Deputy District Attorney O'Gara explicitly 


declared the prosecution had no evidence against William M. Ab- 
bott and Thorn well Mullally. In the first trial of Tirey L. Ford the 
jury disagreed, standing practically eleven to one for acquittal. An 
acquittal was promptly rendered in the second trial. There only 
remains Calhoun of the trolley officials to be brought to bar. He is 
the head of the United Railroads, the chief figure in the so-called 
graft cases, the man above all others the prosecution has singled out 
for branding as a criminal. If he is not guilty no one named in 
the trolley indictments is. For seven months he has vainly asked for 
a trial. He asked to be tried when the Ford case was called, but 
the prosecution not only refused to accede to the request but has 


- ever since declined to fix a date when he would be tried. 


It is time this sort of jockeying with justice and the right of fair 


and speedy trial should cease. 
Public and private interests alike 


demand that the facts of this case be brought out. 
Whether they 


can be brought out by qualifying boodlers as witnesses by giving 
them immunity baths and written guarantees against prosecution is 
a question for jjdges and juries to answer. Laymen may have their 
opinion of the propriety and fairness of offering a multiple crimina' 
the option of gctng to prison himself or testifying to the commission 
of crime by another, but the legality of the proceeding is for courts 
to determine and it is the province of jurors fairly selected acting in 
an impartial capacity to weigh the vajue and credibility of evidence 
so obtained. 


There are, however, certain material considerations which cal 


* for a speedy he iring of the indictments against Patrick Calhoun. Th 
' validity of certain franchises is at stake. A vast amount of money 


13 being expended on the San Francisco street railway system tha 
' will be jeopard zed in part if Calhoun should be found guilty of ob 
« taming franchises by bribery. New complications promising bitte 


political agitation, class bickering and protracted civil litigation wil 
fee projected into the local situation to harass the community and 
retard the growth of the city and the development of its commerce. 
Calhoun is himself a comparative stranger to the-people of Cali- 
fornia. He is a man of historic lineage, high social and financial 
connections, and previously unsullied reputation. He has trusted 
his freedom and his fortune to the justice of oar laws and the fair- 
ness of our people. He should be given a square deal—the com- 
num right of every man. If he has committed crime his wealth, dis- 
tinguished ancestry, education, refinement and high position in the 
social scale make his offense all the blacker.' But such a man should 
not be condemned and disgraced without a hearing. The mere as- 
sertions of a coalition of personal and financial enemies and con- 
fessed boodlers are not sufficient-^ least, should not be sufficient 
—to deprive such a man of his liberty, his good name and property 
in this country. It is time there was a general show-down of all 
bands. The public is tired and a bit ashamed of private prosecu- 
tors who boast of carrying cards up their sleeves and who conduct 
criminal trials Tinch in the manner that a pea-and-shell artist plys his 
trade at a country fair. 


The right thing to do is to give Patrick Calhoun a speedy trial 


and a fair trial, in accordance with the established rules of criminal

'•'• WHITENS THE SKIN. 
Ignoring American Jurisdiction. 


The Chinese Consul-General has notified the leaders of the rival 


tongs which have been waging a deadly war with one another for 
many years that the Chinese embassy at Washington has issued an 
edict ordering them to settle their difference at once or they will be 
punished by the Chinese government. 
Some 
time ago 
THE 


TRIBUNE asserted that if the Consul-General used his influence, 
or, in other words, exercised the authority 
over his countrymen 


which he arrogates to himself as the representative of his govern- 
ment, the tong wars would probably be brought to an end. The 
fficial notice given to the tong leaders to quit has had the imme- 
iate effect of bringing the heads of the Chinese Six Companies to- 
gether to negotiate terms of peace. Meantime, a truce has been 


eclared until the close of the Chinese new year holiday season. 


But the extraordinary feature in the whole transaction is the 


otal ignorance by the Chinese Embassy and the Chinese Consul- 
General of the local police and judicial authorities. The edict 
roadly asserts that these tong wars are under the jurisdiction of the 


Chinese government and that the right of the granting immunity 
r imposing punishment for the murders that are being committed 


ty the members of the warring tongs is vested exclusively in the 
authorities at Peking. It is an imprudent assumption, but it is 
;trictly in accord with what has been 
Chinese practice in this 


country since the race first planted its colonies here. 


The Chinese have never shown any respect for our laws. They 


lave, in fact, on all occasions when our laws have been violated by 
any of the members of the tongs, used every means in their power 
to hobble the police authorities, to shield the criminals, to hamper 
the regularly constituted law courts and to defeat 
the ends of 


American justice, through processes of secret trials conducted by 
courts organized within the inner circle of their own colony and the 
settlement of capital crimes on a monetary basis. The existence 
of this Chinese imperium in imperio has not only been known all 
along by the representatives of the Chinese government, but its 
operations, in defiance of our own laws, has evidently been officially 
countenanced and its edicts approved. 


The edict of the Chinese Washington 
embassy which the 


-hinese Consul-General has promulgated is the first official admis- 
sion openly made, we believe, that the Peking government asserts

spirit. 
The clerk In some large concern 


who feels that lie is not paid enough and 
so helps himself to additional salary out I 
of the cash drawer is caught by it, and 
the dishonest business man who adver- 
tises one sort of goods and sells another 
has contracted the same disease—there 
are diversities' of gifts in this business of 
grafting, but the same devil worketh all 
n all. 


"The-money stolen is the least of the 


ivil done. 
It robs men of all moral effl- 


:lency. 
It debauches the public con- 


:cience. 
It lessens the confidence of the 


people in the integrity and utility of all 
orms of civic and commercial life. 


DISCOURAGES HONEST EFFORT. 
"Graft discourages honest effort, for the 


•oung man.bent on rising by his own le- 
gitimate exertions is disheartened when 
IB sees some fellow rapidly passing him 
on the latter of material advancement by 
methods which would not bear the light 
of day.

these nine years, and asserts triumph- 
antly that there Is no brighter page in 
history than that dealing with the re- 
lations between the strong and the 
•weak In those Islands 
He adds that the Filipinos "have ye_t 


, long vra.y to travel before vhey will 
be fit for complete self-government." 


REVIEWS TRIP. 


In his report Secretary Taft reviews 
his Journeys from the time he left 
Seattle, September 13 last, until, he re- 
turned via the transstberian railway, 
reaching New York December 20, hav- 
ing spent the period between October 
15 and November 9 in the Philippine 
Islands. He says: 
"Shortly stated, the national p'olicy 
is to govern the Philippine IslancTs for 
the benefit and welfare and uplifting 
of the people of the islands, and grad- 
ually to extend to them, as they shall 
show themselves flt to exercise It, a 
greater and greater measure of poular 
self-government. 
"This is Important, in view of the 


claim made by certain Filipino advo- 
cates of immediate Independence tliat 
a satisfactory independent Philippine 
government could be established under 
a governing class of ten per cent and 
a serving and obedient class of ninety 
per cent.
